Even though the claims of the present 
application and the copending application SN 161,235 have common inventors, an obvious 
double patenting rejection is overcome by the claim changes set out in the Amendment filed June 
25, 2008 where the claims now specify the fan formation of the tool elements in conjunction

with the fixed orientation of the tool elements with respect to one another. Furthermore, the 
arrangement of the tool elements with cutting teeth arranged in a fixed position relative to each 
other where the cutting teeth are distributed in circular arcs or on elliptical orbits precludes the 
obviousness of the claims of application SN 10/560,417 over the claims of apphcation SN 
1 1/161,235. It would not have been obvious to have /zxeJ the tool elements relative to one 
another and to have arranged the tool elements in a fan formation in their lengthwise extension or 
distributing the teeth in circular arcs or on elliptical orbits in the claimed crimping device of 
application SN 10/561,417. Furthermore, there are no 35 USC 102 or 35 USC 103 applicable 
rejections between the claims of the two applications because of the distinguishing features noted 
above.
